l. General 


Agreement has been reached between the State Department and 
FOA/W as to what budget, fiscal and accounting functions of 
OMI shall be performed by "mbassy, Tehran employees for OMI 
on a reimbursable basis and what functions in this field shall 
be performed by the OMI controller's office. The agreement 
recognizes that there may be some need for deviation if justified 
by the Smbassy and OMI and approved by State - FOA/W. 


2 Policy 


Generally, the policy willhe to have the OMI controller's 
office perform all budget, accounting and reporting functions 
for administrative and program expenses of @MI pursuant to the 
principles outlined in section 3 below, This will mean in 
principle that the OMI controller's office shall maintain 
budgetary records, establish, control and classify obligations, 
maintain accounts, and prepare financial reports. The Rmbassy 
shall perform for OMI on a reimbursable basis all remaining 
fiscal functions, such as payrolling, disbursing, voucher 
preparation and audit (except for certain procurement and 
contractual transactions of a highly technical nature directly 
related to program operations). Both organizations shall have 
designated certifying officers for their respective types of 
vouchers, 


These instructions apply to official U, S. Government funds. 
Fiscal functions pertaining to joint organizations which may 
he established pursuant to bilateral or multilateral agreements 
with other governments shall be performed by such Joint 
organizations. Their funds are not under the sole control of 
the U., §.

In reference to Jidda despatch No. 177, August 1949, the USG& 
geologists headquartered at Jidda began field operations in November 
195- centering in the following four areas: (5 Riyadh - Contractors 
have completed a well which should double available water supply and 
will help alleviate the water shortage in the coming summer, An 
additional source for a supplemental source was found and is now being 
tested; (2) Taif - Altimeter elevations were established in coopera- 
tion with road contractors and a study of the region including 
geologic and hydrologic mapping on aerial photographs is now in 
progress; (3) Jidda - Reconnaissance with water supply contractors 
and water analyses showing suitability of water has helped the Saudi 
Arabian government plan an additional supply for the city; (4) Asir -

Subject: Fiscal. Arrangements with Cooperating Agencies, Fiscel Year 1953. 


Effective with fiscal year 1953 no allocations will be nade to cooperating 
agencies, This change is being wade because of the accovating difficulties » 
which have been encountered in the past, and because of the desire to centralize 
tana;enent authority for each country in the hands of the country director, 
While this proposed chaye was under consideration a meeting of representa~ 
tives of the agency budget and fiscal representiutives was held during lay to 
explore the situation, At that tine, three alternatives vere proposed. It is 
TcA's understonding that all agencies wore agreeable to adopt one or the other 
of those alternatives, as best suited their own particular situation, In the 
meantime, the Mibicoff Amendncnt to the Mutual vecurity act will force reconside 
eration of the numbor of persons which can be euployed in Washington and will. 
cause a restudy of all administrative functions performed here. For this reason, 
it is desirable to make tho least possible change in present servicing arrange- 
nents at this time, altnouzh a simplification of fiscal relations becomes even 
more desirable, 


TCA stands ready to assume the responsibility for the payment of allowances , 
local, travel, and similar itens, for teclmiciens iin the field, with the charge 
for such items to be made direcily against the TGA account, This change will 
become effective July 1.and will relieve the cooperating arencies of soné 
aduinistrative vork vhich they have praviously had to per.orm. Yor exsaple, 
country directors will now issue local travel orders. Also, it will no longer 
be necessary for the agencies to eudit foreign accounts current. 

, Hovever, TCA is not able at this time to assure other agencies that it 
could assume the additional work which would be encountered by the transfer of 
other ageacy personnel to its payroll, nor for the cross certification proposal 
which was one of the three isevgsed at the meeting veterred to above. Jt will 
thus be necessary for TCA to adopt at this tine the reimbursement method which 
is believed to represent the smallest anount of chenge from present practices. 
Chanjes may be mede in methods at a later date by agreenent with individual 
agencies. 


TCA will notify each agency of the amount which it is prepared to reimburse 
by neans of activity avthovization forms, ‘The e forms will be obligation 
documents which will be recorded on the TCA field allotients for country program 
iteus or on the Washington accounts for itene chargeable to adwinistrative and 
domestic expense, Attached ics an outline of tuo type of activity authorization 
that will be wtilized during fiscal year 1953, TCA country desk staffs will be 
in touch vith the appropriate persons in each agency to insure that the initial 
activity authorizations will cover all needs, 


Reimbursenent vouchers should be submitted to TCA as of the close of each 
nonth to cover all expenditures made during that month, The vouchers should be 
subuitted as soon after the close of the nonth as possible, both to enable TCA 
to keep its accounts in the best possiple condition and to insure the speedy \ 
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reimbursenent of funds to the agency initially making the payments, A separate 
voucher will be submitted for each approprintion chargeable. 


In the ccse of bills invdlving the field accounts, whorein the cooperating 
agency will be paying the base salary of the ewployee in ‘ashington and TCA 
will be paying the allowances in the field, it-is essential because of audit 
requireients that full information on such payments be brough togather at one 
point, Consequently in such cases it will be necessary for TCA to be furnished 
on the voucher full and commlete information for cach individual paynent of 
salary including gross deductions, net period covered, etc. lowever, with 
respect to travel vouciers for internetional travel, or other incidental ex 
pense which nay be authorized by the activity authorization, '’a sinple listing 
of the anount, period covered, and nate to vhom paid, will be sufficient, In 
‘many cases it may be possible to siuplify the preparation of the voucher by the 
use of a duplicate copy of the original paynent voucher, 





In the case of accounts involving charges to aduinistrative and domestic 
program expense the voucher may be supporte! by a tabulation and brief des. 
--eription of the amounts paid by objective classification, 


In those cases where. the acencies desive, TCA stends ready to make working 
fund advances against each appropriation, The advance will not exceed on 
estinate of the three months cash requirexents of the avency, The agency is 
entitled to record on its books the activity authorizations as estimated 
reluburseuents and may estimate the amounts on an annual. basis and obligate 
against such estimate, Lach department or agency will be erpected to assign 
a suitable limitation symbol to facilitate separate accounting for TCA funds. 


In view of the delay in completion of the activity authorizations and in 
the passage of the appropriations by the Congress it will not be possible to 
have all action taken es of July 1, 1952, However, this menovandum vill 
authorize you to proceed to wake payments to personnel on your payroll as of 
June 30, 1952 until the date on which you recelve an activity authorization 
to which such personnel can be charged, or July 31st, wich ever comes first, 


No change is made in the existing arrancenents betieen the cooperating 
agencies and the Institute of Inter-Anerican Affairs.

The Activity Authorizations currently in effect for countries under 
Titles II and III have not always been specific in respect to the action 
agencies! authority and responsibilities in connection with international 
travel. For the purpose of clarification, and to correct any inconsistencies 
contained in activity authorizations issued to date, this memorandum is to 
serve as both a guide and authority in connection with the authorizing of 
international travel, This instruction does not apply to any travel undertaken 
by personne] assigned to Washington, but only to agency personnel assigned 
to the field. 


1, Assignment travel 


The participating agency will be responsible for issuing travel 
authorizations against appropriate funds to move the employee 
(including family, household effects, excess baggage, etc.) from 
his home or headquarters in the U.S. to post of assignment, and 
from post of assigrment to the U.S. for seraration, reassignment, 
or home leave, The participating agency in Washington will pay all 
expenses incident to this assignment travel, Authorization to 
finance such travel will normally be contained in the activity 
authorization. The Controller, TCA, should be advised as soon as 
possible of deficiency of funds for assignment travel in order that 
the activity authorization may be amended to provide the reouired 
funds. 


For travel originating in the field returning the traveler to the 
U.S., for reassignment, home leave, or separation, the Country 
Director, upon request of the participating agency, should issue 
TR's and Bs/L by using State Department forms by X ing out State 
and inserting agency involved and using appropriate agency account 
and allotment symbols; the Country Director should advise the 
participating agency immediately of the amount of funds required to 
be obligated to cover the required travel.

The TCA Country Director is authorized to issue travel authorizations 
against his appropriate TCA allotment for all other field travel 
including temporary details, consultation or attendance at conferences 
within his country or region, Travel to other regions or to tle U.S.

Sheik Abdulleh Sulaiman ie definitely interested in « Point IV program 
emphasizing water discovery and use, agricultural development, communica~ 
tions, health and sanitation and vocational training, The project plans 
for 1953 in Saudi Arabia ware prepared largely from our conversations with 
hin, 


Glenn Brown has a comprehensive and wide knowledge of Saudi Arabian conditions, 
both geological and cultural, He is well received and known by many types 
of Saudi Arabians, 


Najeeb Bey is very much interested in en agricultural program, It was 
through his interest that we had the full opportunity of assistance in our 
Mission from Sadek Husseini, ‘This was one of our most useful contacts, 


Mr, Johnson of ARAMCO did everything possible to make our stay in eastern 
Arabia pleasant and profitable. He is particularly interested in a housing 
program for Saudi Arabian employees of ARAMCO on a long term home loan basis 
for individual ownership of homes, He is also stimulating the development 
of small business operations by Saudi Arabians, 


Saudi Arabian officials are proud of their country's membership in FAO, 

At the moment an FAQ mission is assisting with the development of further 
water resources and use. A report, written by Mr, Stover of FAO, discusses 
the possible establishment of a fertilizer plant utilizing the natural gas 
from the o1l operations of ARAMCO, Sheikh Abdullah Sulaiman, according to 
Mr. Husseini, is extremely interested in this project. 


Mr, Husseini has a definite idea of what may be done from an agricultural 
viewpoint and has access to the appropriate Government officials to get 
action, 


Ambassador Hare we found to be most cooperative, He is a strong exponent of 
Foint IV philosophy and its application to Saudi Arabia, We were impressed 
with his knowledge, background, and understanding of the Arab wrld, The 
Ambassador did a magnificant job of describing Point IV in broad outlines 
and in presenting us to the Prince Faisal in the best possible light. 


The financial project under the direction of Arthur N, Young is fundamental 
and basic to all other Point IV projects in Saudi Arabia, Dr. Young fully 
appreciates this and is ably assisting the whole program, 


We were impressed with the interest, understanding and cooperativeness of 
Sheik Abdullah ibn Adwan at Dammam, ‘this man is profoundly interested in 
Point IV as the program which can help solve the Saudi Arabian probleme of 
the land, food and people without political strings and without affecting 
the sovereignty of the country of Saudi Arabia, 


he 


The Point IV philosophy, we feel, has the endorsement of the Crown Prince, 

Tn our conversations with him, he requested a film depicting agricultural 
practices under irrigation conditions to be made in America for use in Saudi 
Arabia to arouse interest in Point IV and to train farmers in these techniques. 
He was also interested in the expansion of farm-to-market roads, He Indicated 
that leck of roads was a limiting factor in further agricultural development, 


We believe that with proper use of presently known water end cultivable land 
Saudi Arabia could be largely self-sufficient in production of basie food 
requirements, basing our views on personal observations, Glenn Brown's reports 
on the Asir, end reading. 


As to health and sanitation, we concluded from observations and talks with 
local. doctors that the most important problems relate to the following 
diseases in somewhat the following order: Trachoma, Malaria, Tuberculosis, 
Syphilis, and insufficient food, including avitaminosis as indicated by 
rickets in children, We suggest that the malaria control program be con- 
tinued and expanded. 


We strongly recommend the early establishment of the proposed Commercial 
School at Jidda,

Over the ages the countries of South Asia, Afriea and the Middle East have 
been plagued reourrently with food crop depredations caused by locusts, Often 
these swarming, migrating hordes of locusts have destroyed a large pert of the 
food supply of the native peoples, Ag a result of this devastation, the farmers 
of these countries have been reluctant to increase plantings or employ improved 
methods of cultivation, Individuel Governments have bean unwilling to increase

The size and 
scope of the basic programs in finance, agricult:re, health, and weter resource 
development is such that the activity in each ficld can be continued by Saudi 
Arabians after the first years of technical assi: tance from the US. The ae- 
lection of Saudi Arabian technicians for trainin, the reorganisation of their 
ministries and the gradual evolution and growth of thelr budgets are all aimed 
at the eventual assumption of full administrativ: and financial responsibility 
for these projects by the Government of Saudi Ar bia. 


No successful program of Point 4 assistanc: can bo launched or maintained 
in any of the fields contemplated without simult neous and equal recognition of 
the need for improving health and sanitation in jioudi Arabia. For this purpose, 
there is proposed for the remainder of fiscal yew 1952 one public health ex< 
pert who would be responsible for recommending a program to combat the ravages 
of trachoma, malaria, tuberculosis, and other cc municable diseases, This 
expert would be aided by a specialist in pediatr ca to improve maternity and 
child welfare. 


In the fleld of education it is plannad tc initiate a program of voca- 
tional training. The plan calls for expanding tie faciliiies of the existing 
trade schools and to establish, maintain and preride direction for a school at 
didca to train Seudi Arabian nationals in modern business practices, If Saudi 
Arabia is to develop ite full potentialities, it is necessary that parsons be. 
trained in all phases of modern business life to enable them to take thelr place 
in and direct the natJonal affairs of their country. 


Authorizafion No. 030-470 
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Technical assistance in the fields of transportation and communications is 
proposed. Three experts will conduct a survey and make recommendations regard- 
ing the requirements of farm-to-market roads and a general communications 
improvement program, The need for this type of technical aid cannot be over~ 
estimated. It is basic to the success of the entire Point 4 program in Saudi 
Arabia, More specifically, if Saudi Arabia is to be developed into a modern 
national state it is imperative that a network of roads be constructed to draw 
in the outlying regions of the country and integrate the nomadic tribes. The 
immediate need is for secondary type ruads to provide access for produce from 
farm to market so that the lands now under cultivation will be mors fully 
utilized and new areas may be reclaimed for farm use. At present Saudi Arabia 
has little or no modern methods of communidation. Telephones are almost non= 
existent except for a very few in the urbay centers, A weekly nefspaper is 
printed in Mecca for the entire country. Few copies are available and they 
are poorly distributed. Radio communication facilities are also inadequate. 

It is proposed that Point 4 aid be provided for all these media of commmnica- 
tion if Saudi Arabia is to realize her fullest potentiality in the world 
Community of Nations. :

It is proposed to establish a basic country staff to be known as the 
Technical Cooperation Service in Saudi Arabia, The Service will have a Direc- 
a tor and 10 Staff members from the United States which will include an Executive 
Officor a Prowurement Officer, a Chief for each of the proposed program areas; 
i.@>, Koconomic Development, Natural Resources, Transportation and Communications, 
Public Administration and Government Services, Health and Sanitation, and 
Education and other supporting clerical and steno raphic personnel required for 
program direction in Saudi Arabia. This staff will cooperate with officials 
of the Saudi Arabian Government in planning and operating technical assist- 
ance projects proposed by the Government and approved by TCA as part of the 
general country program. U.S. technicians employed in any of the technica) 
services will be responsible to the appropriate Chief of the Field Party who 
is in turn under the direct supervision of the Director of Technical Coopera~ 
tion in Saudi Arabia. 





2. Natural Resources 


In the field of Natural Resources Development $120,000 is requested to 
continue and expand the water resources project begun last year. For this 
purpose during FY 1952 three technicians are being provided; they are two 
geologists and a hydraulic engineer. This project is designed to expand 
present water sources through digging irrigation wells, Wedi development, 
improving the efficiency and use of present water supply, the provision of 
necessary equipment and on-the-job training of Saudi Arabians in these 
processes.

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NEED FOR TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE

dustries and few natural resources save ofl. The oil 
operations, controlled by ARAMCO , are now among the largest 
in the world. The financial condition of the country is 
unstable and peor in spite of the large income fron o12 roy- 
alties and concessions.
